to public sentiment or the possible effect 
upon the future fortunes of the republican 
party. 
Under the influence of these notions there 
has been a sudden revival of sentiment in the 
_@rection of the scheme to reduce southern 
representation on account of the alleged dis- 
franchisement of the negro. It is impossible 
to believe the plan fathetred by Mr. Crum- 
packer of Indiana can possibly be put 
through congress, and yet there is evidence 
at hand that the scheme is by no means dead, 
but on the contrary, is to be made the basis 
of a vigorous agitation at the first session of 
the next congress, and possibly before then. 


Leaders Oppose Race Agitation. 

It is a well known fact that the real leaders 
of the republican strength in congress are 
and have been opposed to any agitation of the 
race question. In spite of this fact, there 
Was a time when Mr. Crumpacker had an 
undoubted majority of the rank and file fa- 
vorable to his plan to énforce by legislation 
the provision of the second section of the 
fourteenth amendment to the constitution. 
What troubles most of the new members 
who have examined the problem is the fact 
that this article is mandatory. It does not 
merely confer upon congress the right to re 


strict the representation of the states, but it | 


says that when any state denies to any male 
citizen of the United States the right to vote 
for president, congressman, executive and 
judicial officers of the state, or members of tha, 
legislature, the basis of representation of that 
state shall be reduced in proportion. 3 

It is this little word “ shall that has been 
used to convince memberg of congress they 


. y of a flagrant violation of the 
terms of their oaths of office unless théy 


enforced by suitable legislation the provisions 
of this amendment to the constitution. 


Crumpacker Support Explained 

It is this mandatory feature of the con- 
stitution which has resulted in providing a 
nominal majority for the Crumpacker law 
in the house of representatives. Men who 
freely admit the race question is better kept 
at one side and who see there is a great deal 
of right in the position taken by the southern 
people, none the less feel they are bound 
by their solemn oaths as representatives of 
the people to execute the provisions of the

That Judge Grosscup intends to seek a set- 
tlement of the Union Traction disputes with 
the city within a short time is shown by the 
talk he has had with R. R Govin. 

The judge also indicates an intention to go 
ahead regardless of what the eastern inter- 
ests in contro] of Union Traction may think. 
His conversation with Mr. Govin probably 
was the most significant of any which has 
been held on this subject since the property 
was put in the hands of the court. 

It seems that after all Mr. Govin came 
west late last week on this business. The 
story that it was on account of the demand 
of the underlying companies that W. W. Gur- 
ley retire as attorney of record for them was 
a natural mistake growing out of the faci 
that the Gurley incident came up at the time 
Mr. Govin happened to be in Chicago. He 
— came here at the request of Receiver 

mpsell, who told him J Grosscup 
wanted to bee him. eg 


At the meeting between the judge and 
Mr. Govin the former said he was anxious 
to come to an understanding with the city, 
and had sotght the conference with him in 
furtherance of that wish, He had been em- 
barrassed, however, by a knowledge of the 
fact that the New York interests in Union 
Traction were seeking to get control of the 
Chicago City property. Of course, If such 
a thing were to happen it would change ma- 
tertally the terms of the negotiations with 
the city, and before he did anything else he 
was anxious to know what the prospects were 
for the absorption by Union Traction of the 
Chicago City lines. 

Furthermore, if there was any prospect of 
stich @ consolidation being made he naturally 
would delay his negotiations with the city 
until the bargain could be completed. It 
would have too important a bearing on the 
situation. 

Eastern People Conservative. 

In response, Mr. Govin sald that the 
chances of such a consolidation just now were 
anything but good, The easte whom, 
he represented were willing to pay for a 
good sized block of Chicago City stock, but

To this Judge Grosscup is reported as hav- 
ing replied: 

J do not care to argue as to your con- 
clusions, but I feel inclined to dispute your 
premise.” 

Conference with Tolman. 

So far the judge's direct efforts toward set- 
| tlement have been confined to conferences 

with Corporation Counsel Tolman. Receiver 
Sampsell, who represents the court, has had 
two talks with Maj. Tolman, looking toward 
the manner in which negotiations can be 
opened. That the judge intends soon to take 
more decided steps is now thoroughly be- 
lieved, and it is argued from his reply to Mr. 
Govin that he will carry the negotiations 
through himself, regardless of the wishes of 
the Union Traction people. They, of course, 
have their remedy by paying the debts of the 
corporation and taking it out of the hands of 
the receivers. 

It is thoroughly understood in Chicago that 
the idea of the New York owners of Union 
Traction is that if the present bad service is 
continued long enough the patrons of the road 
will clamor for any kind of settlement. Sen- 
timent of this sort is already being worked up 
on the west side, where the service is the 
worst; and the gossip of La Salle street is 
that the eastern people fought the buying of 
new cars on the ground that by improving 
the service they might reconcile the public to 
wait longer for a settlement. 


Says Cars Are Below Grade. 

The buying of the last batch of 100 new 
cars will, however, be opposed by Henry A. 
Blair, receiver for the underlying companies, 
but on different grounds. His application for 
a ruling on their purchase is expected to be 
brought before Judge Grosscup shortly. The 
underlying companies have opposed these 
new cars on the ground that they should 
have been paid for by the Union Traction 
company instead of being a charge on the 
rentals of the underlying companies, and the 
charge made as to the last 100 is that they 
are not up to specifications. 

These cars cost about $4,650 each, or 8468. 
000 for the lot, and were bullt by the St. Loul« 
Car company, which furnished the first hun- 
dred. These cost $5,350 each, or a total of 
$585,000, making about $1,000,000 for all. The 
only specifications given for the second bunch 
were they should be like the first, and as they 
cost $700 a car less General Manager Roach 
declares the company got the worth of its 
money. This is denied by Mr. Blair, how. 
ever, and. Judge Grosscup will have to decide 
the dispute. 

Preparing for Annual Meetings. 

President Rawson and Receiver Blair are 
preparing for the fight expected Jan. 10, 
when¢the directors of the underlying compa- 
nies are to be elected at the stockholders’ 
annual meeting. They will send out circu- 
lars to all the stockholders. Just now there 
is much dispute as to whether the claim of 
the Union Traction people that they control 
a majority of the stock is correct. 

The petition asking for a referendum to 
next spring election of the Chicago City 
tentative ordinance or any other franchise 
extension ordinance was carried to the city 
hall. In the absence of the mayor its pro- 
moters served on Acting Mayor McGann 
affidavits stating there were 132,408 signa- 
tures to the petition, or 29,600 more than

Father Clings to Rocks All Night, 
Child's Corpse in Arms. 


CHEATS WAVES OF PREY. 


Rescued in Morning Almost Insane 
from His Frigntful Vigil.

Cleveland, O., Nov. 15.—[{Special.}—John 
Vanclse, living on the lake shore ten miles 
west of Cleveland, clung to the slippery rocks 
at the foot of an eighty foot cliff all night 
last night with the dead body of his daugh- 
ter in his arms to prevent the waves washing 
the corpse out Into Lake Erie, 

While attempting to extinguish a fire 
which was burning the grass around their 
home Miss Vancise fell over the eighty foot 
cliff to the rocks beneath. Her shriek at- 
tracted the attention of her father, who was 
fighting the fire nearby, and he jumped over 
the bluff after her. 

His life was saved by missing the rocks 
and striking the water. He searched through 
the rocks in the darkness until he found the 
body of his daughter. He was unable to 
move it up the face of the steep cliff, and 
fearing that the waves would carry it out 
into the lake he held it in his arms all night. 

This morning he was successful in attract- 
ing the attention of the crew of a passing 
tug, who rescued him and carried the dead 
girl to a landing place. The father was al-

On Oct. 30 the Japanese were repulsed in an 
ort to capture the eastern ridge of fortifi- 
cations with a loss of 2.000 men, but the man 
who sent the news was permitted to add that 
the besiegers. were preparing to renew the 
attack with greater vigor than ever. 


Rumor of 12,000 Slain. 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph from 
Chefoo this morning gives rumors of renewed 
Japanese attacks on Port Arthur on Nov. 3. 
4, and 5, when the besiegers tried to rush the 
northern forts, but were repulsed with 12,000 
casualties. The Daily Telegraph, however, 
does not credit these rumors. 


ARRIVAL OF THE DESTROYER. 
CHEFOO, Nov. 16, 8:30 a. m.—The Russian 
torpedo boat destroyer Ratstoropony put in 
to this harbor this morning. Firing was 
heard half an hour before it entered the 
harbor, , 

A snow storm and high. wind was prevall- 
ing at the time, and it is believed that the 
ROssian vessel, under cover of the storm, at- 
tempted to escape from Port Arthur. The ) 
correspondents who succeeded in reaching 
the destroyer after its arrival here were not 
allowed on board. 

The captain of the Chinese cruiser Hai 
Yung Was the first person to go on board the 
Natstoropon He held a brief conference 
with the Russian commander, after which the 
Ratstoropony came farther in the stream and 
anchored in the same spot that the destroyer 
Ryeshiteini did last August before it was cut 
out by the Japanese. 

There is every evidence that the Ratstoro- 
pony will disarm here only as a last resort. 
It is thought that it hopes to elude the Jap- 
anese destroyer reported outside the harbor 
at night. 

The Ratstoropony brought a number of 
copies of the Nova Krai, the Port Arthur 
newspaper. In one of the issues it is stated 
that while a Japanese destroyer was laying 
mines on Nov. 11, it was surprised by the bat- 
tieship Retvizan and sunk. 


STOESSEL IN HOSPITAL? 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE THIRD JAP- 
ANESE ARMY, BEFORE PORT THUR, 
Nov. 15, via Fusan. —It is repor that a 
wound received by Gen. Stoessel has necessi- 
tated his confinment in a hospital, that he re- 
fused to relinquish the command of the garri- 
som, and that he has issued orders to the 
troops to die at their posts rather than sur- 
render. 

It is said that the spirit of the Russian 
troops has been dampened by continuous 
work, the lack of supplies, and the hopeless- 
ness of their ability to make any successful 
defense of the fortress. 

It is said further that many of the Russian 
soldiers are ready to surrender, but that they 
Are kept at their posts by officers, who 
threaten them with revolvers, and that sev- 
eral soldi¢rs who were suspected of a desire 
to. desert have been shot as a warning to 
others. The Japanese now believe that the 
garrison has almost reached the limit of hu- 
men endurance. 


YIGHTING IS MORE SERIOUS. 

CHANSIANOUTUN. Manchuria, Gen. 
Kouropatkin's Headquarters, Nov. 15.—A 
Japanese advance is daily expected. Large 
messes of their troops are moving eastward 
and the Russians are expecting them to 

‘tivtke at their left flank. 
An attack upon the fortified village of 
'Endowuntulu, not far from Sinchinpu, two 
miles west of the Shakhe railroad station, 
and fronting the right flank of the Seven- 
teenth corps, was carried out brilliantly 
during the night of -Nov. 10 by the Second 
brigade of the Thirty-fifth infantry division. 

The village had been captured the same 

morning by the Japanese. Subsequently 
the Russians abandoned the place. 
At nightfall the brigade silently marched 
out and deployed. Four battalions were de- 
tached for the attack and several companies 
of vifiemen were ordered to move to the 
right, left, and rear of the village. 

The men were told not to fire, but to charge 
with: the bayonet. Two battalions were left 
in Feserve with eight guns: A simultaneous 
advance was begun at 10 o'clock at night. 
The assailants hurried forward and encoun- 
tered a deep ravine, which they crossed. 
They then rushed on * village. Not a 
single shot was fired. 

The Japanese were completely surprised, 
mostly sitting in the streets and huts eating 
their suppers. They fied before the bayonets.

Scrupulous Care of Enemy’s Dead by 
Mikado’s Soldiers Excites the Ad- 
miration of Sen. Kouropatkin. 


MUKDEN, Nov. 14, via Tientsin, Nov. 15.— 
The Manchurian Army Vestnik, published 
under the sanction of the Russian officials, 
and the only newspaper printed at the the- 
ater of war, gives details of the scrupulous 
care shown by the Japanese for the relics 
and other effects of the Ru-sian dead found 
on the battlefield, and telis how the Japanese 
have forwarded such effects to St. Peters- 
burg. 

The paper highly commends this action 
and announces that Gen. Kouropatkin rec- 
ommends that all his commanders shall ob- 
gerve a similar practice regarding the Jap- 
anése dead. 

This humane practice, which was initiated 
by the Japanese, and which apparently was 
caloulated to secure consideration for their 
dead, has met with applause from the Rus- 
sian.army, and will undoubtedly be imitated 
whenever the Russians are in possession of 
the field over which a battle has been fought.

thefields, these humane ard benevolent offices

LONDON. Nov. 16, 3a. m.—The Daily Tele- 
graph's correspondent with the Japanese 
army before Port Arthur, describing the at- 
tack of the Japanese on the eastern fortified 
ridges on Oct. 30, says: 

“The terrific and continuous bombard- 
ment, night and day, from Oct. 27 to Oct. 30, 
culminated in wonderful practice, quite be- 
yond criticism. With appalling rapidity 
countless bursting shells mingled their smoke 
into a dense. oscillating mass of vapor, laden 
with earth and gleaming with flashes of fire, 
the climax being reached at ho'clock with a 
tremendous fire of shrapnel across the 
broken breastworks of the fortresses, 

Suddenly every gun ceased fire, and the 
Japanese infantry rushed out from their 
parallels ere the hills had ceased reverber- 
ating with the thunder of the ecannonade, 
from seven separate quarters against the 
Rihlung, Kekwan, and Paniung fortified 
ridges. 

“ The attack was simultaneously developed 
without a single premonitory feint, full 
4,000 troops dashed out pell mell with fix 
bayonets. waving standards, and rending the 
air with shouts of ‘ banzal.’”’ 


Meet Repulse in the Moats. 

The correspondent details how the various 
Japanese attacks were checked by the big 
moats and the terrible Russian fire, which 
rapidly depleted their ranks, notwithstand- 
ing a clever covering fire of Japanese artil- 
lery, and continues: 

It was most remarkable, even incredible, 


but fully substantiating surmises of their. 
| ability to withstand the fire of the heaviest 


Japanese ordnance, how the Russians, de- 
spite the previous bombardment, replied from 
their fortress guns, although over 1,800 500 
pound shells had been fired that day, not 


counting thousands of smaller projectiles. 


It is estimated that the day's bombard- 
ment cost the Japanese $200,000, representing 
nearly 20 per cent of the total cost since the 
opening days of the siege in August. Before 
half an hour had elapsed, and after losing 
600 men, te Japanese abandoned the at- 
tack against the south Kekwan fort. 


Port Arthur in Flames. 


By 4 o’clock the Japanese fire had dimin- 
ished in intensity and the assaults ceased 


shortly before sunset, when fire broke out in | 
the new town of Port Arthur; and at night- 


fall the Japanese opened a shrapnel fire on 
the eastern ridge to cover the retirement of 
their isolated assaulters, whose situation was 
critical, between the east and south Kekwan 
forts. The total Japanese exceed~ 
ed 2,000, 


Russian Positions Unmasked. 
“ Although the assaults failed in the cap- 


ture of the main objective, they absolutely: 


unmasked the eastern Russian positions and 
their strength. The casualties are relatively 
small, for although seven regiments were en- 
gaged, not halt the troops issued from the 
parallels, owing to the attacks being so sklll- 
fully manipulated and finally ceasing with- 
out supports being utilized. For strength the 
Russian position was unassauitable, and it 
would have been useless to endanger double 
the force and incur double the casualty in the 
same assault. 

“ After dusk the Russian sortied and re- 
covered the ground lost between the east 
and the south Keekwan forts. They recov- 
ered the P fort at 10 o'clock in the evening, 
but Gen. Ichinoye gallantly restormed the 
hill and, despite 250 casualties, expelled the 
Russians by sheer dash and courage. In- 
deed, his personality won the hill for the 
Japanese, 


Fighting Under the Ground. 
“After having captured «the caponiers 
(covered galleries) of the east Keekwan fort. 
the Japanese engaged in a bloody fight in 
the ‘underground passage, Slowly winning 
the vitals of the forts inch by inch despite 


the bombs and mountain guns of the Rus- 


slans defending the casemates. On Nov. 6 
the central and fort sections of the caponiers 
were gained. The work, however, is progress- 
ing slowly, owing to the nature of the ground, 
a combination of quarts and conglomerate 
limestone.”’

Officers and Sailors on the Trawler 
Fleet Declare Positively That They 
‘Were Fired Upon Even While They 
Had Their Lights Dispinyed and 


Were Firing Green Rockets, the 
Signals Used by Fishing 


Night 
Boats. 


HULL, England. Nov. 15—The British 
board of trade inquiry into the attack on the 
North sea tmwilers fleet by the Russian 
Baltic squadron began here today. 

Russia was represented by a solicitor, Dr. 
Herbert Woodhouse. The Russian consul 
was present. Vice Admiral Bridge and But- 
ler Aspinwall, an admiralty court lawyer, 
represented the board of trade. 

The first witness was Mr. Behring, manag- 
ing director of the Gamecock fleet. He testi- 
fied that for twenty-five to thirty years the 
fishing fleets had been trawling off Dogger 
bank. He was followed by a number of wit- 
nesses, all of whom denied that any arms, 
ammunition, or contraband were on board 
the trawlers. There was no room it was 


added, to carry a torpedo. 


No Torpedoes on Board. 

Several maritime storekeepers swore that 
noching was put on board the trawlers ex- 
cept supplies and coal. 

Vice Admiral Carr, who was in charge 
of the trawling fleet at the time of the attack, 
said he had deen in the naval! reserve for 
seventeen years and was aceustomed to men 
of war and naval! signaling. 

Carr said that when he first rd the using 
he “thought they were haying a bit of a 
game with themselves, repell ing boarders or 
something like that.“ He kept sending up 
green rockets, which are not only known 
throughout the world as a sign that they 
come from a fishing fleet. but as they Durst 
they lighted up the trawlers so tuat their 
numbers could be seen. 

Answering the Russian consu!, Carr main- 
tained that the Russians did not signal to the 
trawlers to stop. and stoutly declared that 
there could not have been a strange vessel 
among the trawlers. 

Hit by Six Inch Shell. 

A home office expert In explosives identified 
the shells as Russian. One hole, he said, was 
caused by a six inch shell. The home office 
has secured all the fragments of the exploded 
shells and has caused them to be pieced to- 
gether, Therefrom an expert, in the manner 
of Sherlock Holmes, related their origin, the 
angle of firing, caliber, etc., concluding with 
a scientific demonstration from the frag- 
ments that the trawler Mino could not have 
been hit unless the projectile had been de- 
liberately aimed at it. 

The skipper of the trawler Keith in reply to 
questions declared that there were no Jap- 
anese trawlers and no Japanese present, and 
that no Japanese agents made any sugges- 
tion to him whatever. It would have been 
impossible for the trawlers, he added, to 
screen a torpedo boat. 

Dr. Woodhouse elicited from the witness 
that the trawlers did not attempt to show 
distress or other signals with the view of 
getting the Russians to cease firing. 


Trawlers Afraid to Stop. 

The skipper of the Snipe related how his 
vessel had been hit. Dr. Woodhouse ques- 
tioned him closely. He asked why he had not 
stopped when the first shots were fired or 
at least raised signals of distress. 

There was some amusement when Dr. 
Woodhouse asked: Did you want to get 
hit again?“ 

The skipper, in the broadeet Yorkshire dia- 
lect. replied: “ Noa. That’s why I kept 
agoing.“ 

Counsel for the board of trade suggested 
it was hard te say what would have made 
the Russians stop. 

A surgeon of the North sea hospital ship 
Alpha was the last witness and brought 
out the important statement that all the 
Alpha’s lights were extinguished soon after 
the fire - commenced. 

The inquiry was then adjourned. 

The commissioners expressed satisfaction 
at the progress made.

Gen. Hiesigns War Port- 
folio and Others Are EX- 


pected to Follow. 


MINISTRY'S FALL FEARED 


First Break Comes as Climax to 
Bitter Assaults of the Oppo- 
sition Parties. 


PARIS. Nov. 15.—Gen. Andre today re- 


signed the portfolio of minister of war, and 


Henry Berteaux, a member of the chamber 
of deputies and a successful broker on the 
bourse, was nominated as his successor. 

The opposition to the ministry hailed the 
resignation as a great victory, which’ will 
speedily lead to the fall of the entire ministry. 

Reports were circulated tonight that MM. 
Pelletan, Rouvier, and Maruejouls are also 
likely to resign the portfolios of the minis- 
tries of marine, finance, and public works, re- 
spectively, but. there is no confirmation of 
these reports. 

Conservative opinion is that the cabinet 
will be strengthened by the removal of the 
chief source of the present discord and 
weakness. 

The choice of M. Berteaux to be minister of 
war evokes no enthusiasm, as he is not a 
soldier, and his election breaks the recent 
tradition regarding the choice of a military 
head of the war administration. 


Climax of Fierce Quarrel. 


Today's change in the ministry is the cul- 
mination of fierce assaults upon the adminis- 
tration of the war office, in the course of 
which the chamber of deputies was the scene 
of frequent wild disorders, including the re- 
cent personal assault upon Gen. Andre. These 
events stirred the public to a high pitch of ex- 
citement and particularly army and parlia- 
mentary circles, where a succession of duels 
evidenced the bitterness. 

Gen. Andre reached the decision to resign 
only this morning and immediately dis- 
patched a letter to Premier Combes. The 
text of this letter, which was given out to- 
night, asserts that the attacks against the 
war office were merely a device of enemies of 
the government to undermine the republic. 


Resigns for Harmony’s Sake. 

“While proud of the work to which I 
have devoted my best energies, Gen. Andre 
wrote, “I have too much love for my coun- 
try and the republic to accept for one mo- 
ment the hypothesis that 1 am the cause of 
disunion within the republican majority. It 
is by the united action of this majority that 
the ministries of Waldeck-Rousseau and 
Combes have saved the republic from the 
perils confronting them, and it is thanks to 
this continued union that the republican ma- 
jority will achieve the great task before it.”

Expresses on Behalf of Mikado Cordial 
Good Feeling sud Well Wishes, with 
Hope That Present Relations Will 
Continue—Roosevelt in Response 
Gives Assurance of Warm Regards 
gna Desires That the Prosperity of 
oriental Nation May Be Lasting. 


Washington, D. G. Nov. 18—Prince Sada- | 
mura Fushimi, 4 near relative of the em- 
peror of Japan, called on the president at 
the White house today and in an address, 
which was in Japanese and interpreted by 
one of his suite, bespoke closer relations be- 
tween the two countries, ‘The president in 
response gave assurance of good will and 
wished the eastern nation prosperity. 

Following this formal greeting the presi- 
dent and Prince Fushimi chatted animatedly 
for ten minutes. Their conversation related 
principally to Japanese history and litera- 
ture, with incidental reference to the pend- 
ing Russo-Japanese war, in which Prince

Prince Expresses Good Will. 

The prince in his address to the president 
expressed the mikado’s sincere good wishes 
and friendship, and continued: 

“ His majesty also charges me to confirm 
to you his earnest desire that the historic 
relations of amity and good correspondence 
which always, since the days of Commodore 
Perry, have united the great republic of the 
west with the empire of the legendary east, 
and which have contributed in no smal) meas- 
ure to the progress and prosperity of Japan, 
may grow still closer and stronger with the 
passing years. I assure you, Mr. President, 
that I but interpret the sentiment of my 
countrymen when I add that the wordsof his 
majesty find ready echo in the hearts of his 
majesty’s loyal subjects.” 


President Gives Greeting. 

The president in his response said: 

“Ever since the empire of Japan—at the 
invitation of this country—entered upon the 
career of modern and international progress 
which has led to such brilliant results, the 
relations of the two countries have been 
those of unbroken friendship. I pray that 
those relations may continue forever, grow- 
ing always more friendly and more extend- 
ed, and I trust that this visit of your imperial 
highness may result In that Increase of mu- 
tual good will between this republic and the 
smpire of Japan.“ 

The president later returned the ¢all of 
Prince Fushimi, driving from the White 
house to the Arlington Annex. With the 
president were Secretary Loeb and Col.

TION IN CONVENTION, 


Plumbers’ Union Opposes Recognition 
of Delegates from Local Body 
Whose Charter Has Been With- 
drawn—Schardt Succeeds in Having 
the Dispute Referred Back te the 
Credentials Committee for Settle- 
ment Today—Declare for Free Press. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 15.—[Special.}— 
The American Federation of Labor had a 
lively meeting today and the greater part 
of the session was devoted to the considera- 
tion of the affairs of the Chicago central fed- 
eration, some of whose delegates have been 
denied seats on the floor of the house. 

Those interested in the trouble concern- 
ing the Illineis representatives seem to be 
divided into two factions, those acting with 
the American federation and those working 
in the interests of the unseated delegates. 

When the report of the executive council 
was made today it asked that W. Schardt 
of the Chicago Central Federation of Labor 
be denied a seat on the floor of the con- 
vention, owing to the fact that the body 
which he represents failed to comply with 
the mandate of the American Federation of 
Labor. In this is also embodied the case of 
John Magnum of the gardeners, but who 
has been a member of the national plumbers 
and has fought with the steam fitters’ union, 
which is interested in the present trouble. 


Concession to Chicagoans. 

Those working in favor of the Chicago 
delegation have secured a concession from 
the convention, and it has allowed the whoie 
matter in dispute to be referred back to the 
committee on credentials, and this committee 
has been requested to report to the conven- 
tion tomorrow. Here the matter stands for 
the time being, and those who have received 
the concession are hopeful of the best results. 

Ready, Kenehan, and Fitzpatrick of the 
horseshoers’ union of Chicago are active in 
the cause of the unseated delegates, while 
W. Spencer of the plumbers’ union is moving 
in the interests of the opposition. 


Butchers Oppose Jap Labor. 

C. E. Schmidt of the butchers’ union has in- 
troduced a résolution against the intro- 
duction of Japanese labor in this work, both 
as to their immigration into this country and 
to their becoming members of the butchers’ 
unions. Schmidt has just arrived here after 
a tour of the New England states, and will 
remain in this territory working for the cause 
of union butchers of the Pacific coast. 


Protest Against Cohen. 
A protest on technical grounds has been 
filed against the seating of Barney Cohen,

When a little girl she inherited 
from her. father a fortune of $2,000,000, and at 
her mother’s death inherited 5,000 more. 
Part of the Caldwell fortune was made in 
Chicago. 

After graduating from a convent she and 
her sister, the present Baroness von Zeed- 
Waa, went abroad to travel with their aunt. 

On their return to America, Gwendolin 
Went to Louisville, Ky., rented an entire floor 
of the Galt house, and prepared to entertain 
ii a manner new to the people of that place. 
Her first public appearance was at the open- 
ing night of Mary Anderson.

Goon after reaching her majority, Miss 
Caldwell, through her guardian, Bishop 
Spalding of Peoria, anneunced to the Cath- 
olle hierarchy her intention of endowing the 
Catholic university, and a council was held to 
consider her offer. 

Buch a project long had been considered, 
but sufficient funds had never been provided. 
Miss Caldwell dopated the eighty-eight acres 
on the edge of Washington, erected three of 
the largest buildings, including Caldwell hall, 
which is the largest of the present group, and 
provided for the maintenance of the univer- 
sity for three years. Her sister, the Baroness 
von Zeedwitz, gave Caldwell chapel to the 
university. 

Por this service Pope Leo XIIL. bestowed 
upon Gwendolin Caldwell a diamond studded 
medal, which he had struck especially for her, 
and also conferred the decoration of the Or- 
der of the Rose, which distinction no other 
woman ever has held.

I— The 
right ef over 100 families, involving nearly 
600 persons, to occupy land that they and 
their predecessors obtained from Jacob Muza 
on Jones island, twenty years ago, was con- 
firmed in a decision handed down today by 
the Wisconsin Supreme court, In the case of 
Xaxier Jeka against the Uunols Steel com- 
pany. 

Henry J. Killilea, atme for these fam- 
mes in the ejectment cases started by the big 
corporation, says the Jeka case covers the 
same points involved in these 190 other cases 
in his hands and that the decision practically 
settles them. He‘believes also there is more 
than an equal chance to win ninety other 
cases, in which the points of law raised are 
slightly different. 

The property occupied by the clients of Mr. 
Killilea amounts to over half the island, 
valued approximately at about $2,000,000. 

This is the first case in which a judgment 
in favor of the squatting islanders in the

The Illinois Steel company holds record 
title to the land upon Jones island, or most 
of K. Jeka claimed the title to his property 

by adverse possession, on the ground that he 
had lived there continuously for twenty 
years, having obtained his title from Jacob 
Muza, once the owner of almost the entire 
Island.

CHARTER 
IN CHARTERLETS 


Members of Committee Hold 
This the Best Way to 


WILL AVOID DANGERS. || 


“Jokers” and “Riders” Can Be 


Defeated Without Sacrificing 
Whole Measure. 


— 


Chteago's long talked of new charter may 
be divided into a number of little * charter- 
lets, according to a discussion that took 


place yesterday among the members of the 


charter convention executive committee. 
The tentative plan of action is to present to 
the next general assembly separate bills pro- 
viding for each of the reforms that will be 
asked for. This method, it is said, will enable 
each amendment to the present charter to 
stand or fall simply upon its own merits, 
and will avoid the presentation to, popular 
vote of a measure containing riders and 
Jokers,“ which the people will have to swal- 
hole under penalty of losing the char- 


ter. 
Another pitfall which, it is asserted, the 
“ charterlets ” scheme will avold is the legal 
danger that may lurk in devising, according 
to state law, a title for a general act that 
would include ali its provisions. It was fur- 
ther pointed out that any attack upon the 
charter in the courts would create much less 
trouble if opportunity were given to dispute 


one of a number of separate bills instead of 


tying up the entire reform. 

In case the convention should adopt this 
suggestion, the bills to be introduced into the 
legislature would bear the titles of the sub- 
heads in the amendment adopted a week ago 
last Tuesday. One measure would probably 
be devoted to the consolidation of the taxing 
and verning bodies, another to the reor- 
ganization of the city’s finances, a third to 
the matter of municipal courts, and so on. 

A meeting of the executive committee will 
be held Friday afternoon to hear the report of 
the subcommittee appointed to choose a char- 
ter framing committee. Chairman E. G. 
Keith stated that no names have been de- 
eided upon as yet for the work of drafting the 
proposed reforms. It is probable that the 
framing committee will be made up of three 
prominent attorneys, a representative of the 
city, and two or three business men.

A FATR PRICE FOR GAS. 

The city of Indianapolis is now engaged 
in a work which Chicago will have to under- 
take in a year or so. It is attempting to 
“arrive at a fart price for gas. The gas com- 
pany is resisting any reduction from 81 per 
thousand feet, claiming that 71 cents is the 
actual cost ot production, exclusive of de- 
preeiation and ſute rest on bonds and stocks. 
Tue eity engineer is trying to show that 60 
cents is a fair price and gives statistics 
from Akron, O., where artificial gas is sell- 
ing for 30 cents. 

In 1901 the Chicago city council passed 
an ordinance fixing the price of gas in this 
city at 75 cents. The company secured an 


ordinance, and the matter has been in liti- 
gation ever since. The United States Su- 
preme court in the decision of last April 
held that the gas company bas no contracts 
by which it is authorized to charge $1 or 
any other price for gas. The court did not 
decide on the question whether Chicago 
had the right to regulate the price of gas. 
That question probably will be decided uext 
March or April. If the court holds the city 
has no power to regulate the price of gas 
the state legislature will be asked to give 
the city the proper authority, That the 
state can do so is unquestionable. 

But, in any event, the gas company has 
been beaten in its main contention—i. e.. 
that it is immune from regulation due to 
former contracts given it by the state. Itis 
only a question of time before Chicago will 

regulate the price of gas. 
The state bureau of labor in its report of 
1896 made the most comprehensive inquiry 
into the cost of manufacturing gas in this 
city which has ever been made for the bene- 
fit of the public. Its conclusions were never 
successfully assailed. 

From statements made to the New York 
stock exchange it appeared that it cost the 
Chicago gas trust in 1887 64.4 cents to sup- 
ply gas ia the burner; for the first half of 
1888, 60.4 cents. The People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company in 1888 had a virtual monop- 
oly of the west division of the city, and its 
accounts were not complicated by a new 
system of bookkeeping. It appeared that 
the cost of manufacturing gas was 59.8 
cents; in 1893, five years later, it appeared 
that the cost was 40 cents. When to this 
cost were added the items of taxes, insur- 
ance, and bonus to the city, it appeared that 
43.3 cents was the cost of gas in 1892. 
The prices above given are for the cost of 
manufacturing gas, exclusive of profit on 
investment and charges for depreciation. 
Tha bureau of labor considered 7 cents per 
thousand feet ample allowance for depre- 
ciation. It then said: “Every evidence 
seems to indicate that in Chicago all charges 
for gas above 50 cents, and possibly above 
45, are profit. Three dollars per thousand 
feet, we have.seen, is an ample capital for 
the Chicago companies. At an average re 
turn of 6 per cent on the investment we have 
18 cents as an ample profit. This added to 
50 cents means that 68 cents is a sufficient 
charge for gas, even with the present high 
salaries, legal-and political expenses, etc.” 

The bureau of labor was convinced that 
50 cents was the maximum cost of manufac- 
turing gas in 1896. Certainly the process 
has not grown more expensive during the 
last eight years. One of the most striking 
things in the history of gas making has been 
the constant improvement in methods of

served in an antique brass bound chest. A 
number of English sovereigns have been 
entertained at Ditchley park, notably Queen 
Elisabeth, and the grand old paneling of the 
billiard room is still adorned with several 
heads of red deer, shot in 1608 and in 1610 by 
King James I. and by his son, Henry, prince 
of Wales.

The two princes, Frederick and John of 
Hohenlohe, who have just landed in New 
York from the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
and who are on their way to the St. Louis 
exhibition, belong to the Oehringen branch 
of the family, and are brothers of that Prince 
Hugo Hohenlohe «who spent some time in 
New York as an unpaid member of a Wall 
street banking house in order to learn Amer- 
ican methods of business, and who, having 
embarked in trade at Berlin, has abandoned 
his title and prerogatives asa Prince Hohen- 
lohe and descended to the status of a mere 
nobleman under the name of Count Herme- 
stein, in order to marry a circus high school 
rider, a granddaughter, I believe, of the 
famous German circus owner, Renz. 

Both Prince Frederick and Prince John 
are married, the wife of Frederick being a 
lady who is half American. For her father 
was the late Count Paul Hatzfeldt, who died 
as German ambassador in London, and her 
mother, who still survives, was Miss Helen 
Moulton of Albany, N. Y., whose own mother, 
wife of Col. Moulton, was the daughter of 
old Mets, so famous in New York as a 
dancing master in the early half of the nine- 
teenth century, imparting the mysteries of 
the terpsichorean art and of “ elegant de- 
portment to what was then the ultra fash- 
jonable society of Gotham. 

The semi-American Princess Frederick of 
Hohenlohe is exceedingly independent and 
unconventional, has achieved some note as 
a motorist, and is the intimate friend and 
constant companion of the beautiful, red 
haired marchieness of Anglesey. The latter, 
it may be recalled, is separated from her 
husband, whose financial disasters, resulting 
in the sale of all his treasures and personal 
effects, have recently been attracting so 
much attention.

But she died 
about three years ago, leaving several little 
children.

THE CATTLE RAISERS’ CASE. 

Chicago, Nov. 15.—{Editor of The Tribune. } 
~The Cattle Raisers’ Association of Texas 
is trying to prove to the interstate commerce 
commission that the present rates on live 
stock are unjust, unreasonable, and un- 
jawful.”” The attorney for the cattle raisers 
states that the rates put in effect by the rall- 
roads during and since the year 1899 have 
been in violation of section 1 of the act to 
regulate commerce, er, in other words, that 
the roads have entered into an unlawful 
combination and conspiracy to the detriment 
of the complainants. The following facts 
are submitted to show the advance in rates: 

Rates on beef cattle and calves in car 
load lots, in cents, per hundred pounds, in 
effect . the years 1898 and 1908 between 
Fort Worth, Texas, and the following sta- 
tions are and were as follows: 

1898. 1903. 
Chicago eee ee ee ee eee 44% 52% 
Clty 2... 36% 

The following facts are submitted to show 
the difference between state rates, which 
are regulated by state law, and interstate 
rates, which are unregulated: Texas local 
rates on beef cattle and calves, distance 500- 
550 miles, 26%; distance 650-700 miles, 30 
cents. From Fert Worth and north Texas 
points to Kansas City, distance 500-550 
miles, 36%; te St. Louis, 600-700 miles, 
42% cents. The local rates are from 20 per 
cent to 30 per cent lower than the interstate 
rates. 

The local distance tariffs of Illinois and 
Iowa are proportionately still lower than 
those of Texas; while the rates in. Kansas, 
Missouri, and Nebraska are about the same. 


The absociation argues from these facts that 


“it ig by reason of the combination of the 


‘defendants whereby competition is eliminat- 
ed that such interstate rates are abnormal- 


ly high. 

Whether or not the cattle raisers convince 
the interstate commerce commission that 
their industry is the victim of excessive 
rates, they can expect little if any relief 
from the commission as at present consti- 
tuted. Up to 1897 the commission exercised 
the power to fix what it ¢onsidered:a rea- 
sonable rate on any class of freight between 
any two points. But in that year the Su- 


preme court held that, while congress had 


the right to confer power upon the com- 
mission to fix rates, yet it had not done so 
by the act to regulate commerce which cre- 
dted the commission. 

Sinco then the commission has been a farce 
as far as giving relief to shippers from the 
unreasonable charges of the railroads is 
concerned. It may declare a certain rate 
unreasunable, but has no right to establish 
a reasonable one. It may declare 52 cents 
a hundred pounds unreasonable and order 
the rallroad to cease making the charge. 
Then the road may reduce its rafe to 51% 
cents, and the long, tiresome process of 
getting relief has to be begun again. An 
idea of how rapid the courts are in these 
matters may be gained from the case of the 
United States vs. the Missouri Pacific rail- 
way. The case was pending for more than 
nine years. 

The question of giving the interstate com- 
merce commissioh the right to regulate 
rates, a right which many congressmen ap- 
parently thought they were giving it when 
the law of 1887 was passed, is sure to arise 
in congress in the near future.

2. As to the statements made in your edi- 
torial regarding the restrictions en persons 
educated by the manual method —as you 
persist in calling the combined system all 
through the article—the deaf educated under 
that system challenge your statement that 
the adult deaf of this city, or of any other, 
so educated are, to use your. words, so- 


‘elally or intellectually isolated.“ Such a 


etatement is not only an untruth but a 
ginring one at that. 

2. You say the manual method makes 
a dumb person (why not say deaf? The in- 
ability to hear is most always the reason 
for the dumbness) a citizén ef a secluded, 
impenetrable community and the oral meth- 
od makes him a citizen of the world. If 
the public at large will accept such a state- 
ment, the deaf will not. It is not only an 
insult to their intelligence, but facts and 
figures will prove it wrong. Right here let 
me say the deaf have their churches, their 
clubs, their social, literary, philanthropic, 
and religious organisations, and those who 
do not manage to get as much enjoyment 
out of life and mingle in society as does the 
average bearing person are few and far 
between. 

4. There is no question but that about 20 
per cent of the deaf can be successfully 
tdught dy the oral method alone, so that 
they can command speech and lip reading 
to the extent of conversing intelligently 
and satisfactorily with their friends and in 
timates, and, in some cases, with the publi. 
at large, but this artificial speech and lip 
reading accomplishment does not and can-

Wants Separate Young, 
and Scientific, Not Mothers Care. 


„Children should not be cared for in the 
home. A private house for adults does not 
offer a good place for them. They can be 
cared for better outside of the home. Sepa- 
rate houses should be built for them where, 
under the care of high salaried experts, they 
can be fed scientifically and scientifically 
kept q 

This is what Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman 
of New York told the members of the Chi- 
ago Woman's Ald yesterday. Then the 
epeaker, quick to see the looks of wonder 
that came into the faces of her hearers and 
as quick to hear 500 mothers’ whispered 
protests, denied that she would “tear the 
babe from its mother’s arms.“ 

Not that,” she said, for I would not ob- 
ject to the mother holding her infant in her 
arms for six hours of the day, but for the 
other six of daylight I would insist that the 
baby be kept under a separate roof. And in 
—1 separate house the lufant should de 


And this was not all that Mrs. Gilman told 
the Chicago club women. She declared that 
the woman who spends precious hours pre- 
paring her husband’s meals has not risen 
above the savage state. She urged that the 
home kitchen, the home laundry, and the 
home nursery are out of harmony with civ- 
llization. 

“ You think home is the right place for the 
child,” she said, “ because we have always 
thoughtso. That’s what every animal does— 
cares for its young and feeds its young in the 
home. Can we do nothing better? Because 
each animal mother gives her life to her off- 
spring is it right Miat we should? We are 
doing just what the lower animals are doing, 
just what the lion’s mate does. The savage 
mother is the same as you. What bas made 
the difference in the children? Civilization 
and education have made the change not 
mother’s care. Theschool has lifted the chil- 
dren up, and who built the school? Man. 
Man has made our civilization while woman 
has lagged centuries behind. Every step in 
human progress is made outside of the 
home.“ 


The club women who thronged the vestry 
rooms of Sina! temple to Usten to the New 
Yorker who last summer stunned Berlin 
were prepared to hear present day customs 
raked over hot coals.

.@ONGRESS, NOW IN SESSION. 


Senator Clark, the President, Outlines 

Progress Made in the Project Under- 

taken by the Government—G0,000,- 

000 Acres to Be Turned Into Homes 

for Farmete—Steps Taken to Fre- 
vent Speculators from Grabbing Up) 
the Land. 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 15.—[Special.]—Plans 
for reclaiming 60,000,000 acres of arid lands in 
thirteen states and territories, but mostly in 
Arizona, Nevada, California, Colorado, Wy- 
oming, and Montana, were disclosed by Sen- 
ator W. A. Clark of Montana, president of 
the national irrigation congress, which met 
here today. 

Senator Clark in his annual address re- 
viewed the progress made in irrigation proj- 
ects undertaken by the United States gov- 
ernment. The United States, he said, had 
appropriated millions of dollars for the 
reclamation of arid lands. To prevent the 
lands falling into the hands of speculators the 
United States had withdrawn from public 
entry 438,500,000 acres, which would be sold 
to men who proposed to hold it and live on it. 

A letter was read from President Roose- 
vel who wrote: 

he best use of the public land is that 
made by the man who has come tostay. You 
should make yourselves the guardians of 
the future and prevent the waste of any of 
the great national resources ? the country.” 
The president said irrigation and all other 
interests of the country were interlaced, as 
irrigation would make the west prosperous, 
and if the west prospered it would cause 
other sections’ to prosper as a result. 

A letter was read also from President Diaz 
of Mexico, who had sent a band of musicians 
to entertain the congress. 

‘Addresses were delivered during the day 
by Congressman Smith of Texas, Gifford

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FAIL TO UNDERSTAND FRENCH: 
AIRSHIP DAMAGED AS RESULT. 


Signal Given by Navigators of Francois 
at St. Louis Misinterpreted and Craft 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 15.—Lack of a com- 
mon language caused a misunderstanding of 
orders given by the French navigators of 
the Francos airship today and resulted in 
an accident which splintered the prow of 


the flying machine and was indirectly re- 


sponsible for two large rents in the top of 
the immense balloon. 

Owing to the repairs necessitated by the 
accident, which terminated yesterday's 
flight, it was nearly dark before the airship 
was taken out of the aerodrome today. 
When released it rose easily to a height of 

about thirty-five feet and headed toward 
the north fence of the aeronautic concourse, 
rising slowly as it progressed.

Bearish Reports on Flour Demand, 
Claims of Exceedingly Heavy Ras- 
sian Exports, and Weakness of De- 
ecember on Scattered Liquidation 
Bring Out Heavy Offerings by May 
Holders—Corn Off Half a Cent for 
May and Weaker for Cash Grain.

December was particularly weak under 
scattered selling in small quantities, indi-

- Cause of the scarcity of contract stocks were 
less confident of the outcome and disposed 
The December 
broke 2%c to $1.11, and closed at that price 
bid, going from a premium of \%c over the 
May to a discount of %c under it. Trade in 
the May was of much larger volume, May 
holders discouraged by the weakness in 
December here and in the northwest, and 
there was a decline of 2c to F. II, with 
the clese barely above the bottom price.

The ad- 
vance of %d in Liverpool on Monday war 
confirmoad, but prices yesterday were said 
to be d lower. Most important of any 
news inilvence in affecting prices was the 
~eontinuation of advices from the northwes 
and southwest, both of increased farmers’ 
deliveries. Mills in Oklahoma and southern 
Kansas were said to be full of wheat and 
flour, with the latter unsalable except at 
sharp discounts from recent prices. 


Weakness at Minneapolis. 


There was a break of 2%c in the December 
price at Minneapolis under heavy selling said 
to be hedging sales by large interests against 
cash grain held for sometime. In spite of the 
December weakness there was said to be a 
good cash demand there. Duluth reported 
sales of 70.000 bu to go east and St. Louis 
sales of 125,000 bu No. 2 red to millers. In the 
local cash market prices did not break as 
much as in the pit, because holders did not 
press sales, but the demand was slow. Min- 
neapolis stocks increased 525,000 bu for two | 
days, There were 674 cars northwest, com- 
pared with 768 a year ago, but primary 
receipts at 904,000 bu were 496,000 bu behind 
last year’s figures. The visible supply g- 
ures were still incomplete, an increase of 
2,245,000 bu for the week, with several points 
missing. Clearances, also incomplete, were 
. 4,000 bu, all flour. 
There was a big tradé in the May, the mar- 
‘ket opening easy on general local and north- 
western selling, but holding firm for a time on 
large buying around $1.13 by Ware-Leland, 
upwards of 1,000,000 bu. Under selling for 
the northwest by Daggett, Milmine-Bodman, 
and other houses, and by Harlow and other 
Armour brokers, the market finally broke to 
$1.12%, where buying by Pringle, who had 
been a seller early, and by Champlin. effected 
another small rally, but the northwest con- 
tinued selling, the break had gone far enough 
to catch stop loss orders, and local bulls had 
no outside help. Each rally seemed to bring 
out more liquidating sales and the decline 
«continued, checked for a short time at $1.12 
by buying by some of the northwestern 
houses, which sold early, and by ene for 
St. Louis account.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. If 


that foreign fours are superseding Ameri- 
can brands the following letter to the Calu- 
met and Western Elevator company from 
one of its milling customers, Who has the 
best of foreign connections, is interesting: 
“TIT am in receipt of a letter this morning 
from our British representative in London, 
written Nov. 5, saying: The flour trade 
here continues to be poor, so far as Ameri- 
can product is concerned. The trade is 
now getting to using Argentine, Russian, 
Belgian, and French flours, and t6 my sur- 
prise all of these flours are giving excellent 
satisfaction. I saw a fancy Russian patent 
of excellent color and splendid strength of- 
fered here on Wednesday’s market at 264, 
while Kansas patents were being offered at 
32d, and fancy French patent on the same 
day was offered at 25-6d, and it is of course 
unnecessary for me to say how much more 
Minnesota flours would have to bring over 
the Kansas price. From the above I want 
to say to you that the difference per bri 
in value between the Russian patent and 
the Kansas patent of 6d a sack would mean 
a fraction over a dolar, or, in round figures, 
over We per du in the wheat price, We a 
bu on the French flour, while the difference 
on pure spring wheat flour between the Rus- 
sian and Minnesota would be approximately 
We a bu out of line, so from this you can 
see where American wheat has got to go in 
price to enable the exportation of any pat- 
ent flours, even at cost price.“ 


Advices as to the flour trade generally for 
several weeks have indicated a siow de- 
mand, as though the usual holiday dullness 
Was setting in earlier and more positively 
than usual. The most depressing reports of 
the flour trade come from the southwest, 
where mills are reported loaded to the 
guards with both wheat and flour and una- 
ble to sell the latter. Otto Swaller of the 
Standard Grain company of Kansas City, 
who was on the floor yesterday, said he came 
here to sell flour for a mill they operate in 
Kansas because his agents here had been 
unable to sell any and some had to be sold 
because there were a number of cars loaded 
with wheat on sidetrack at their mill on 
which ‘they were paying demurrage be- 
cause they could not be unloaded until some 
flour had been moved out. Mr. Swaller 
found agents and jobbers here indifferent, 
in no mood to buy flour at present prices, 
and Without any room for flour anyway be- 
fore January, they said, and only willing to 
buy for January shipment at sharp dis- 
counts. Ke finally sold 2,000.bris, he said, 
Oo below the price they were wetting a week 
or two ago.
